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State Economy 4s 
Ahead Last Year 


Florida's economy at mid-year 
‘atood well ahead of 1964 as meas- 
ured by the principal devices, the 
"Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce pointed out in its Weekly 
‘Business Review released yester- 
day. 24 

“Jobs held and money earned 
showed the most significent in- 
‘ereases. Employment of all types 
was up 5 per cent over a year ago 
and personal income was running 
at an annual rate of 8 per cent 
over last year! 

“Bank debits, a good gauge of 
‘business activity, showed an 8 per 
cent increase and bank deposits 
‘were up about the same degree. 

“Sales tax collections were 12 
per cent over 1964 and gasoline 
sales amounted to 5 per cent more. 

“Real as these gains are, there 
were some disappointing features 
of the state's economy at mid- 
1965. New business incorporations 
‘were formed át a rate of about a 
thousand a month, registering only 
one per cent over 1964. Busggess 
failures, the other soft, spoigfwere 
"up 9 per cent and their ties 
were almost double 1964 as report- 
ed by Dun & Bradstreet”

Destroy y Many Bees 


GAINESVILLE—Surprise! Flor- 
ida has bears. 

They destroy thousands of doliars 
worth of bee colonies and honey in 
the*sfate each year. 

In addition to these direct losses, 
F. A. Robinson, assistant apicul- 
turalist with Florida's Agricultur- 
al Experiment Stations, says bee- 
keepers are kept from using thous- 
ands of acres,of good bee pastur- 
age because bears make it too haz- 
ardous to put bees in these areas. 

Generally they give us the most 
trouble in the "state's national 
parks" where some of the best pee 
pasturage is found, Robinson says. 

Since many of these areas are 
game preserves and destruction of 
| Wildlife is prohibited or strictly 
| regulated, beekeepers have long 
Sought an inexpensive but reliable 
method for protecting their colo- 
nies, 

An electric fence with a wire. 
mat around the outside perimeter 
of the enclosure is the best way of 
stopping bears from destroying 
bee colonies. To find the best 
fences to do the job, we conduct- 
ed tests over a three-year period, 
said Robinson. 

Several factors were taken into 


‘searcher. A suitable electric fence 
has to be easy and cheap to build. 
It must also be dependable enough 
to operate for several weeks. Since 
bears usually.give the most trouble 
in wilderness areas where electric 
power is not available, the fence 
must be designed to operate satis- 
factorily "when charged with a 
battery-powered fence controller. 

“The tests show that the best 
fence to build is one made from 
standard woven wire, 48 inches 
high. The fence is fastened to the 
posts so that the bottom edge is at 
ground level," he said. - 

*"Place a strand of barbed wire 
eight inches above the ground and 
another eight inches above the top 
of the woven wire,” Robinson 
adds. 2

Mildew Is Among 
Problems In Home 


During periods of high humidi- 
ty, mildew can be a real problem. 
This is especially true if you have 
a new house because some new 
woods contain large amount of 
moisture; says Miss, Mary Todd, 
Extension Home Economist for 
Palm Beach County. 

Molds are always in the air, but 
the ones that cause mildew need 


moisture, warmth, and poorly air- | 


ed, poorly lighted surroundings to 
grow. 

It’s easier to prevent mildew 
than to repair the damage. T» 
prevent mildew, keep your hom^ 
well aired and the atmosphere as 
dry as possible. Store only clean 
articles and keep them dry, well 
ventilated and exposed to light. 

Air-conditioning is one of the 
best. ways to prevent mildew in 
the home as it reduces humidity as 
much as 30 per cent. 

Miss Todd points out that greasy 
films on' walls and other surfaces 
contain nutrients on which mil- 
dew organisms thrive. Cleanliness 
helps to prevent growth of mildew 
spores. E 

During muggy weather, shut 
doors and windows to keep much 
of the moist air outside. Open win- 
dows when outside air is dry. 

Take advantage of cool nignt 
air to freshen shower stalls, bath- 
rooms, and other musty areas. An 
electric fan helps to force warm, 
moist air out and to circulate fresh 
air. . 

A dehumidifer used in the base- 
ment will help to prevent mildew 
and a'musty smell, Miss Todd adds. 

A. low-wattage electric light 
burning continuously in a poorly 
ventilated ‘closet may provide 
enough heat to prevent mildew.
